CONSTITUTION OF MEN S CLUB 
OF \RLINGTON HEIGHTS 
METHODIST CHURCH 
Article I — Name 
The name The Men’s Club of The 
Arlington Heights Methodist Church. 
Article II — Object 
The object of this club shall be to 
help its members and those with 
whom its members come in contact to 
live happv, useful and successful 11V^S- 
This explanation of the object 1S to be 
taken in the broad sense.

First, the State, despite its colums 
of claims th at it had all the direct 
and documentary evidence of the most 
damning sort, was compelled by Judge 
Edwards to admit that it would be 
compelled to depend on “circumstan­ 
tial evidence.”

The supervisor’s office lias jurisdic­ 
tion over the Indian pupil only in 
these day schools, not over the public 
school as such. 
The tribal boarding schools are m ain­ 
tained for each distinct tribe and the 
completed educational plants. Each is 
equipped 
with 
kitchen, 
dining-room, 
dormitory, laundry, hospital and facili­ 
ties for industrial and academic edu­ 
cation. 
Most of these schools have a 
large 
acreage 
which 
is 
tilled 
and 
the product used in the m aintenun.. 
of the school. 
Emphasize industries. 
Agriculture is emphasized in all the 
Indian industrial schools, although shop 
work, carpentry, leather machine and 
metal work, homemaking for girls and 
scientific home economics are all a 
part of the industrial course. 
The 
industrial program is a pait-tim e proc­ 
ess, Mr. Calhoun explained, with the 
pupil devoting half Ins time to in­ 
dustrial education and half to aca­ 
demic 
Instruction. 
The 
academic 
courses are designed particularly for 
the Indian. 
Six of the contract schools are de­ 
nominational institutions, according to 
Mr. Calhoun, while tile seventh is a 
state agricultural school. 
Courses in 
these institutions include the indus­ 
trial and academic.

Syria and other parts of the j 
Nea East has resulted in increased I 
activity on the part of the local work­ 
ers for Near E ast Relief . 
The con­ 
tribution of $120.00 made by Mrs. R. 
Williams, 402 Hawthorne Street, for 
the 
Woman’s 
Club 
of 
Arlington 
Heights has just been acknowledged 
by the Illinois Headquarters. 
In a report made to Congress under 
date of March 31, Near East Relief 
reported that total expenditures of 
$63,800,000 had been made by the or­ 
ganization during the last seven years. 
As a result of this generosity on the 
part of the American people, over 
1,000,000 women and children were 
saved from starvation. 
The report states that conditions 
are worse throughout the Near East 
today than they have been-at any time 
since the Armistice, due to the enforc­ 
ed exile of the Armenian people from 
their ancestral homes in Central Tur­ 
key—the continued warfare between 
the 
Turkish 
Nationalists 
and 
the 
Greeks—the cutting off of food sup­ 
plies from the north and the influx 
of tens of thousands of Russians, 
Greek, Jewish 
and other refugees 
from the famine 
areas 
of 
Russia. 
Scores of deaths are occurring daily 
from starvation in Erivan, Alexandro- 
pol, Karakliss and other cities of Rus­ 
sian Armenia, while hundreds of thou­ 
sands of Armenian refugees from 
Cilicia and AnatoPa are today home­ 
less and dependent upon American 
relief. 
The object of the campaign in Illi­ 
nois is to save from starvation 20, 
OOO orphan children, and is being con­ 
ducted by a committee headed by 
former Governor Frank O Lowden. 
George M. Reynolds is treasurer of 
the committee; checks m ay.be sent 
to him at 19 South LaSalle street, 
Chicago. 
Arlington Heights sent April 21, 
ta the Near East Relief fund for 
Orphans $120.00 which meant the sup­ 
port of two orphans for one year.
